Multitudes such as seldom gather on

of Honolulu saw the great

It was n sight that must 
have stirred

alded by red fire that shot tongues of 
ruddy light far Into the. sky. It passed 
through 
treets 
crowded and 
packed 
dozens deep at every xorner, giving the 
parade scarce room to move on its way. 
It was an enthusiastic 
crowd, 
not 
disposed 
to cavil at anything 
but 
to 
shout nnd laugh and enjoy It all whole 
heartedly. 
It gathered at every turn- 
ing cheering 
enthusiastically 
for the 
Republican nominees on the National 
ticket and fof the passing 
organiza- 
tions. 
It cheered Captain Bcrger and 
his band boys playing so merrily at the 
van, and the marching clubs wore each 
greeted with salvos of 
applause

tuberculosis victims arc perhaps a hun- 
dred 
where

so we must generalize; but ev- 
ery one who has paid attention 
to the 
vital statistics 
of Honolulu

is a puzzling question. 
Public opinion

To hnvo

lornlly must have meant a city debt of 
nenrly a million 
dollars. 
It was our 
good luck nnd thnt of the entire group 
that the general government of Hawaii 
was vested with the dut.es and charg- 
ed with the expenses 
of 
the public. 
The work was better done 
on thnt account and It left no unjust 
burdens. 
Furthermore 
It 
strongly 
argued for 
the virtue 
of 
centralized 
power In a hind llku this. 
Precisely the snmo rule would apply 
to 
Hllo 
or any other community 
on 
these islands where plagues could gut 
a foothold. 
To deal 
with such

but where the elements of unarchy are 
present, us they assuredly 
are where 
Aslntlcs make n majority over whites, 
centralization of police power Is a safe- 
guard 
to be coveted, 
not u dnngijr to 
be feared. 
Let us compare centralization 
wfth 
decentralization 
In the light of a cur- 
rent example. 
When the Islnnd 
post-ofilc- c 
system was headed by Mr. Oat, 
every hamlet 
In Hawaii had its mall 
delivery. 
Now that each hamlet is ex- 
pected, 
In it way, 
to support 
its! own 
post office, 
a largo number of offices 
have been 
given 
up. 
If tho country 
people 
were 
to vote on the lespectlve 
systems the old one would enrry by a 
big majority, especially if It included 
the 
centralized 
postal 
savings 
bank 
Idea which has now been discarded. 
Tuke again the matter of education. 
Hawaii now has a uniform system sup- 
ported by the Territory and the results 
are u theme of pride to every good cltl-- 
zen. 
Tho system 
Is highly and benef 
icently 
centralized. 
To 
change 
it 
might. Indeed, be ot some advantage to 
Honolulu where so largo n percentage 
of the aggregate 
school 
tax Is raised. 
but It would 
bo ruinous to tho schools 
clsowhoro 
lit the group. 
When taxes 
mount up the average 
villager hires 
cheaper teachers nnd 
theieby 
makes 
hla schools 
less desirable. 
It is better 
to have them provided 
for him. 
All the Illustrations

At ralnma Inst night Puueo, a native 
residing 
there, 
killed 
Ills 
wife 
and 
attempted 
suicide. 
The murderer was 
removed to the Queen's hospital and Is 
expected to die. 
Puueo's weapon was a 
cheap revolver. 
He fired two bullets 
Into his wife's body and cut Ills throat 
supposedly with a razor. 
Shortly before midnight 
the 
police 


"were 
hastily 
summoned 
to 
Kobello 
liiirie near Kins street 
by a telephone 
message from J. A. Noble who reported 
that murder had been 
done. 
Deputy 
Sheriff Chllllngworth 
with a force 
ot 
policemen 
Immediately 
responded 
In 
the patrol wagon and on arriving 
nt 
the scene of the crime found the body 
of the murdered 
woman 
lying face 
downwards in the front yard of n cot- 
tage situated 
on the Walklkl 
side 
of 
the lane, with the apparently 
lifeless 
body of her husband lying close by. 
It was quickly ascertained 
that life 
was not extinct 
In the man nnd ho was 
hurried to the Queen's hospital 
In the 
patrol wagpn, the corpse ot the woman 
being left where it lay In charge o 
a 
police 
officer. 
, 
As Puueo was lifted to the stretcher 
ho made a convulsive movement to his 
left breast as if searching for a weap- 
on. 
He moved 
his' head from side 
to 
side revealing a horrible gash 
in his 
throat but was unable to utter a word. 
From the 
people 
In the 
house and 
neighborhood the details of the crime 
were learned. 
Mrs. Palko lives In the 
house In which the murder took place 
und gave the following account of the 
tragedy. 
"Naomi came to stay with me about 
n fortnight ago," she said, "to help me 
with some sewng. 
She .never, spoke to 
me of her husband, Pueo. 
Naomi was 
a 
middle-age- d 
woman and 'had a son 
and an adopted daughter 
about seven 
years of age. 
"About1 tro'eloek this afloriioon'Puueo 
called at the house looking for Naomi. 
He saw horjn the back yard. 
I was In 
the house at the time and did not see 
them 
together 
but for a halt 
hour 
heard them quarreling 
In the yard 
In 
the rearfof the cottage. 
"Then Puueo went away, Naomi came 
Into the house and resumed her task 
of sewing, saying nothing to me of the 
trouble with Puueo. Shortly before mid- 
night when we were all asleep 
In the 
house 
myself, Naomi and her adopted 
child 
I was awakened 
by a vigprous 
shaking ot the back door, 
I slipped 
on 
a holoku 
and going to the door where 
the noise was, I called out to know who 
the late visitor was, without opening 
the door. 
The answer came, 'it Is I, Puueo, 
I 
want to Bee Naomi.' 
" 'Why don't you come 
in the day 
time and not so late,' said I. 
" 'Hurry and open the door. 
I must 
see Naomi.' 
"In the, meantime Nuoml, 
in hearing 
the noise at the door and believing It to 
be her husband, had dressed and come 
out Into the hallway. 
"As Naomi neared the door I opened 
it, seeing that she wanted to talk with 
him. I stepped back and no sooner was 
the door opened and Naomi HtaYted 
to 
step on the veranda than I saw Puueo 
make a sudden motion with his hand. 
Then came a blinding flash ot flames 
und a loud report 
and that's 
nil 
I 
know, 
for 
I Immediately 
turned 
and 
ran screaming 
for help to the 
neigh- - 
bors. 
I awoke J, A. Noblo 
who lives 
almost opposite our 
house, 
nnd 
ho 
rushed to the Chinese Hospital and tel- 
ephoned for the police. 
I did not dare 
to go back Into tho liouso 
until the 
police arrived for a man who had heard 
tho shots told 
mo 
that 
Puueo 
was 
.,., 
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making feeble efforts 


bullet wound behind the 
left ear and another 
In the center of 
uacK the 
spine oeing 
eniereu. 
Just above the' right 
hip ' were three 
deep gashes supposedly from the same 
knife with which Puueo tried 
to kill 
himself. A casual examination 
of Puu- - 
eo's wounds 
disclosed a peculjnr cut In 
the neck nnd when lifted up It was 
soon that his windpipe was severed. 
the way to the hospltnl 
Puueo 
moved about 
In the patrol wagon nnd 
parsing the Capitol regained strength 
to draw 
his hand 
from 
his 
brenst and hold 
up a letter which was

wanted her to stay with me in this life 
but people had told her stories

love. 
Better that we die and better so 
for all who make trouble in families. 
If we were put out of the way It could 
bo a lesson to all women to leave the 
affairs of others alone, especially when

know that those 
they speak of 
have husbands to take care of them.,, 
"Kadi person should look at his own 
home and attend to his own business; 
then there would be no trouble In fam- 
ilies. 
With the explanation I .give my 
prayers 
to the Christian religion from 
Hawaii, to Nllhau and to tho Christian 
Kndeavor societies and to the 
steve- 
dores. They all have my greeting, and 
to my children who are living I give 
my greatest 
aloha. 
Aloha to you all, 
I 'Wlslii tlto Christian' religion to' Bave. 
my' soul. 
My corpse must turn to dirt 
and. I wish then to brine my soul to 
God nnd I hope God will forgive me for 
this 
black-hearte- 
d 
deed and that 
my 
hlns may .not be visited upon my chil- 
dren. 
To Naomi Kaalliue I say I loved 
her. 
I owe some money 
In this city. 
I 
have 
tG coming from

Company. 
I wish $1.40 of this given to 
the society to which I belong.

dollars my wife has In her posses- 
sion belonging to me. 
At the Chinese

lulu harbor to the Ewa 
of the water, 
front. 
The railway company 
Is 
com- 
mencing a wharf to be 
COO feet In length 
next to the wharf of 600 feet 
It 
has just completed, to be used by thu 
big freight steamers ot the American- - 
Hawaiian Company. 
Although the nr 
tides of the agreement 
have not yet 
been signed the arrangement 
is prac- 
tically completed nnd the railway com- 
pany will give the steamship 
the use of the new wharf for a period 
of ten years. 
This means that a great 
of 
the sugar from these Islands 
will 
be 
shipped from this end 
of the harbor. 
and that a great quantity of the gener- 
al merchandise from the Mainland will 
bo landed there. 
With the 'big wharf 
Just completed, 
and the one commenc 
ing for the 
American-Hawaiia-

pany, and 
others contemplated 
It will 
not be long before the Ewa end of the 
water front will be the busiest as far 
as freight Is concerned.

Then followed the lenrless,

uptly named; she steamed through the

Into the hurbur at full speed, 
made n swift, graceful curve and

Up alongside the Paciilc. Mall dock, 
right next to where 
Iroquois was 
lying,

kind of style.

form. 
People 
In Honolulu
